Are Advertisements Read. 


Hon. John Forsyth, the veteran edi- 
tor of the Mobile Register, used to tell 
a story to illustrate the value of news- 
paper advertising as a means of get- 
ting before the public whatever you 
wished them to know of your wants 
or wares. 

Mr. Forsyth was accidentally drawn 
into discussion of the subject with a 
mercantile friend, who expressed em- 

hatic doubts whether advertisin 

nefitted a.man’s business at all, an 
closed his side of the debate with the 
common remark: “It’s all money 
given to the aid of newspapers. No- 
bedy reads my advertisement; or 
thinks of it, or looks after it, except 
your foreman and collector.” 

Forsyth replied, “Let us test the 
truth of the assertion. Sit down and 
write out such an advertisement as I 
dictate, and we will put it in the 
smallest tpye the cases contain, and 
insert it in the remotest corner of the 
Register you can select.” 

The next morning there appeared in 
agate, without a bit of display, and in 
the most out-of-the-way place in the 
paper, the following advertisement: 

“Wanted: To buy a dog. Aplly 
at No. — Blank street.” 

The contract was that in case the 
“ad” was a “success” the merchant 
was to pay $5, and to treat to wine 
and oysters. If it failed to meet the 
eyes of the parties with merchantable 
canines, the editor was to pay the 
merchant $6, and set up a supper for 
two. 

During the day of the first ap- 
pearance of his experiment the mer- 
chant called at the effice several times. 
He looked as though he was in trouble, 
appeared nervous, looked over his 
shoulder like one who is pursued by 
some terrible bore, or a persistent 
dun. 

Finally, late in the evening, he met 
his editorial friend, and before the 
later had time to open his mouth, the 
merchant said, hurriedly, “For heav- 
en's sake leave that advertisement out 
of your evening addition. There's the 
$5 for it, and $5 more to pay you for 
saying No. Blank street has 
bought a dog. Let's go and get the 
oysters; I'm nearly worried to death.” 

The rman had recklessly made 
himself and family the victims of a 
terrible persecution.

ins, dogs and all. 

The merchant enlarged his adver- 
tisement, and thereafter attended to it 
as any other branch of his business.

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The Tramp Question. 


[New York Sun.) 

On the subject of vagran r- 
ally a good deal of valuable pp a 
tion may be derived from the Annual 
Report of the Chief Detective of Mass- 
achusetts, recently published. Two 
amateur tramps were sent out by him 
last summer to study by intimate a 
sociation and co-operation the ways of 
the real tramp. They spent three 
weeks in traveling about the State in 
company with ts, num 
from a single one up as high as twenty. 
One day they met a gang of thirty- 
three, who informed them that as 
many as four hundred were concealed 
in the woods, in anticipation of an 2 

rtunity to join in a strike on the 

ton and Albany Railroad. All 
these tramps subsisted principally and 
almost wholly by theft. Of the entire 
number encountered by these two 
amateurs in their travels, only two 
manifested any desire or even willing - 
ness to earn an honest living by oak. 

Assuming the tramps whom these 
two detectives fell in with to indicate 
the general character of the class, it 
— seem that, instead of an increase 
of rickety and unsafe workhouses, 
what is required is an increase of of- 
ficers, detectives and others to arrest 
and prosecute criminals, and a discre- 
tionary power, at least to punish in 
the State prison for petty larceny. 
These men were found almost without 
exceptions, depraved, willful, deliber- 
ate criminals. They had adopted a 
life of crime from choice. The State 
prison is the appropriate place for such 
criminals. Under the improved sys- 
tem of management of these prisons 
they may be made self-supporting. It 
would be much better to send the 
thieving tramps to such an institution 
ratherthan toa county workhouse. 
These workhouses would prove most 
expensive nuisances to the neighbor- 
hoods of their location. The disci- 
pline of workhouses is comparatively 
loose. Tramps would be constantly 
escaping, and when discharged at the 
end of ninety days confinement, as 
many of them would be, they would 
not travel ten miles before they would 
begin to steal again. 

ramps convicted of larceny and 
imprisoned in a State prison, should 
be taught some trade, and should be 
instructed intellectually and morally. 
If released at the end of five years, 
after having enjoyed these privi . 
some of them would become law-abid- 
ing, industrious citizens. Those who 
do not should be sent back fora longer 
term. The community has a right 
effectually to protect itself against 
crime.

This is the general opinion 
among those who would like the sole 
management ef political and read 
there is vo popular belief more com- 
mon or more hurtful in its results. 
The other faction believes that, while 
good has been accomplished outside of 
the labor unions, the day has come 
when force must rule. They believe 
that strengthisall powerful and derives 
no aid from experience; that hearty 
zeal need not be tempered by state- 
craft or policy. 

Either of these opposite views are of 
course calculated to produce great in- 
jury. As usual, the happy medium 
is the guage of usefulness, and con- 
tains every possibility for good and 
beneficial results. The workingman 
should not excuse inaction by lack of 
learning, because this is no excuse. 
He should omit no duty to his coun- 
try and its laws because of his non- 
political life. He should, on the 
other hand, never seek to make sheer 
strength or brute force stand for intel- 
ligence or legal policies, which should 
be determined by the patriotism and 
intelligence of the entire land. Laws 
should benefit a part of the land. Leg- 
islation should never be sectional, or 
benefit the father at the son’s expense. 
Honest toilers should be protected as 
the strength and support of the entire 
Goverament. In order to accomplish | °? 
these results workingmen must be- 
come an intelligent and active faction 
in the making of political liſe. In- 
action will never correct; force with- 
out thought will pever conserve or 
protect. Let the workingman use an 
honest strength ie the light of experi- 
ence and he will gain his political 
rights.
